The drawings are the work of an artist closely akin to Hans 
Holbein and provide a very interesting series of illustrations 
largely drawn from writings by Erasmus, the mediaeval con- 
ceptions of Vices and Virtues predominating in the subjects. 
The whole makes a most interesting series illustrating the sur- 
vival of mediaeval notions in the humanist world. The subjects 
are often commented upon at length in inscriptions either within 
the composition itself or on the adjoining page. 

Among the subjects illustrated may be mentioned the Littera 
Pythagore, p. |r.; the Amicitia, p. 2r.; the Realm of Wealth, 
p. 3v.; the Calumny of Apelles, p. 6r.; the Story of Sertorius 
by Plutarch, p. 21r. ; the Influence of the evil planets, Saturn and 
Mars, p. 26v, 27r. ; the Sacrifice of Abraham with the Sacrifice 
of Christ, and Octosus attacked by a lion, p. 31r. ; Christ and the 
Tabernacle of the Prince of Clemency and a rendering of the 
Pyschomachy, p. 32, 33r.; the Choice between Vice and Virtue, 
in two versions, 35r. and 4Ir. ; etc.
